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MEETING REPORT 


The October Regular Meeting was held at the Franklin Institute on Monday, October 2 
with 38 members and 19 visitors present. 


In addition to the Minutes and Treasurer's Report, items of business dicussed included 
preliminary plans for the 30th Anniversary Banquet; naming of a Nominating Committee; 

a detailed report of the Net Control Committee meeting; and the report of a special 
one-man committee to investigate the feasibility of providing assistance in the install- 
ation of an antenna to a Delaware County ham. Since at the time of the investigation 

the committee (Frenchy, W3IRS) found the antenna already installed, the committee was 
discharged, its purpose having ceased to exist. 


The names of our three new members, unanimously approved, were read. They are Irv 
Lusky, K3HBB; Jack Stanton, WA3ZZX; and Mike Migliaccio, N3ADI. Welcome to Philmont. 


Plans for Old Timer's Night were also discussed. The date is November 6 and while more 
planning is being done, dinner at the Institute followed by a special program is in 
the works. 


Our program for the evening, one of the best of the year, was presented by Bill 
Luebkemann, Jr., WB2LCC, Area AMSAT Coordinator. Bill's discussion began with a brief 
history of the OSCAR satellites and went on to cover plans now in progress for new and 
better satellites. He explained how the Phase III OSCAR will provide the Norhtern 
Hemisphere with approximately 6 hours of accessability due to its eliptical orbit. Also 
covered in the program were methods of tracking satellites; frequencies on which they 
can be worked; transponders and antennas in use; problems encountered in construction 
and launch; and what to expect in the future. Our thanks to Bill for his interest in 
bringing the program to us. 


As always, refreshments and fellowship followed the meeting.

It's likeiy that some Philmont members and BLURB readers may not be aware that FCC 
Regulations permit the administration of amateur examinations at the applicant's 

home in cases where a certified physical disability makes it impossible or difficult 
for the applicant to take the exam at the FCC office. This is not a new provision, and 
there are many who have been licensed this way. What is new however, is the fact that 
beginning this summer FCC has included the visually handicapped among those eligible 
for examination by an FCC appointed volunteer examiner. 


This does not refer to the Novice Class exam which is given only by volunteer examiners, 
and may be administered by any adult holding at least a General Class ticket. The 
disability examinations include all classes of amateur licenses, both new and upgrade. 

As another "Philmont Service", Dick Moll, W3RM, is enrolled by FCC to administer such 
examinations. Anyone (members or non-members) wishing information on how to arrange 

for a speacial "home" exam under the disability provisions can contact W3RM (Box 88, 
Abington, PA, 19001) or Joe Welch, K3CT, at the Philadelphia FCC office.
